PRISON PHILOSOPHY 


DISCOURSED AT THES NATIONAL 
PRISON CONGRESS, 


Avother Interesting Dey Among the Prison Reform- 
ers—Prison Labor Discussed and the Georgia 
Convict Lease System Specially Consid- 
ered-—The Next Meeting Piacs. 


The national prison congress met a little 
Jater than usual owing to the visit of nearly all the 
members to the convict eamp of the Chattahoochee 
Brick company. 

Ex-President Hayes took the chair, and prayer 
was offered by Rev. John Jones, of Atianta, 

rRIGON LABOR 
was the topic for the session. The first paper was 
by Charles E, Felton, of Chicago. We are all 
agreed, he said, that labor is necessary to prisouers, 
It insures their health and contentment, and is the 
best means of accomplishing their reformation. 
But there is a wide difference of opinion as to the 
methods of prison labor. There are several 
methocs of working prisoners, each of which has 
itschampions who are ready to contend that It is 
the be:t thing that is praeticable. 

As to prison labor generally there are some ex- 
tremists who oppose the employment of criminals 
in any industry which is pursued by free labor. 

Admitting that the products cf prison labor are 
sold cheaper than those made outside, a statement 
which is generally not true, there is stiil a be netit 
from it far outweighing any of the eviis atiributed 
toit. if its products are cheaperthe profit is to 
the whole consuming class. It is a benefit toa 
great number. 

But is there an over production? When a con- 
gressman tells the people that there are 30,000 
idle men in his own city, and in wantof bread, 
will be say it is because the production of wheat 
bas been excessive’? And when you are told that 
there are other thousands who aro hatless or shoe- 
less, are you to acknowledge without question that 
it is because of an over production of hats aud 
thoes which have been made by prison 
labo:’ The answer should be, that 
the means for distribution are faulty, not that the 
production has been too great. Instead of restrict- 
ing production, the government should prevent 
the further influx of the paupers and criminals of 
Kurope, who now largely compose our idie and 
vicious people, and devise ways whereby our man. 
ufacturers can place their goodsin forzign markets 
successfully; and it will then have solved many of 
the disturbing labor questions of the present day. 
We have a Chinese wall that keeps our goods from 
exit; hence, we must consume all we make, or 
there will be a surplus. 

Labor is especially valuable in reformatories for 
youtoful criminals. 

The piece and contractsystems are both support- 
ed, and opinionsas to their relative value differ. 

)n tbe southern states the lease tem presents 
a difficult problem. There is little to coaamend 
this system in itself, but the work is not suca as 
prisoners may not properly do. In the south the 
crimiral comes mainly from a class who have re- 
cently acquired freedom and who are yet so iguo- 
raut that only their muscles can be employed. 
They seem to be unfit for any labor except such as 
they do, but a reform in the method of so employ- 
ing them may well beconsidered. The adoption 
of the pubiic account system, instead of the lease, 
is what wijl come from an honest and intelligent 
discussion of this question. If this reform 
cannot be wrought once the 
existing system can at least be 
better applied. The lessee should not be allowed 
to interfere in the least with the discipline of the 
state officials. The officers of the state should be 
men of experience and character, and should not 

be changed with every shifting tide of political 
change, [Applause. | 

MAJOR hk. W. M’CLAUGHRY, 
warden of the Illinois state prison, gave some val- 
uable deductions from his experience in macag: 
ing prison labor. Hecould not see that the con- 
tract system as heretofore applied in Lllinois, was 
liable to the objection that it is a species of slave- 
ry. The worst system enforced by honest and ca- 
sable men is better than the best system enforced 
ty bummers and scalawags. j|applause.}| The 
people of lilinois have recently adopted a consti- 
tutional amendment abolishing the contract and 
piece pian system. Tne labor organizations 
worked up a predominant sentiment in [llinois 
ageinst these. and the result was 
a tore d return tothe old state account system. 
The former experience of the state with this sys- 
tem was disastrous, and it is feared that there will 
te a recurrerce of these troubles. There are 
many grave defects in the system and it entangies 
a warcen in a series of diflicalties which it is hard 
for him to successfully combat. Financial suc- 
cess, which is the commanding motive in the 
staie account system, should be tne last considera 
tion in prison control. [Applause. | 

WARDEN JAMES MABSIE, 

of Toronto, was the next speaker. He thought that 
those who opposed the contract system took a nar. 
row view ofthe question. Why -should the state 
be compelled to keep in idleness a man who can 
be made to work for his living? Active work is an 
indespensible condition of reformation. The work 
should rot. only be steady, but should be also 
characterized — activity. Mr. Massie said he had 
no sympathy with idleness anywhere, and he be- 
li¢ ved in vindicating the dignity of labor in every 
station of life. [Applause.] 

He described the managementof Central prison 
at Toronto. Work is adaptedto the capacity and 
characteristics of the prisomers, They are en- 
couraged by being paid tor overwork. This plan 
has been productiveof most satisfactory results. 

Applause.| Atthe Toronto prison there is a com- 

ination of the piece pian, the contract, 
and the prison account systems. The 
prison earns about one-half of what it costs to 
support it. The average total cost per prisoner is 
about forty-five centsa day. The to earnings 
are about $40,000. The average prisoner will not 

roduce more than one-half as much as a free la. 
rer. Afterall there is not much competition 
between prison and free labor. 

Mr. Bookstaver, the chairman of the New York 
commission appointed to investigate this ques. 
tion, was asked to express his opinion. He de- 
clined to say anything, but hoped Warden Brush, 
of Sing Sing, would give his experience, 

The president announced that the association 
bad been welcomed by the recently retired gov- 
ernor of Georgia and it gave him picasure to an- 
nounce that atthe evening sessionthe new goy- 
ernor of Georgia, General Gordon, would 


resent. 

Warden Brush said talk on prison labor was now 
of little use. There is acyclone sweeping over this 
country. We must wait untilit passes and then 
gather up the wreck. The trouble has not been 
with the contract system but with the way in 
which it has been ee 

There is a deep laid scheme to stop all labor in 
prisons. A great agitation is now stirring up this 
country with the aim to enforce idleness in all 
prisons. 

Mr. M. J. Cassidy rose. 

The pri sident said: "Mr. Cassidy isthe warden 
of the eastern prison of Pennsylvania, a model 
of which is on exhibition in a room adjoining this 
building. The system and the prison are unique.’’

Warden Cassidy bowed his ‘acknowledgments, 
He took square issue with Major McClaughry on 
bis statement that a bad system well administer.

If there is any tender spot in 
the heart, jet us touch it; if there is any good prin- 
ciple within bim, let us developit.

Anether most important consderation now 
claime our attention. Under whose auspices 
ehould convict labor be conducted? Three planus 
are possible. The firct is forthe state to keep the 
conyicts emplored under the supervision ofits own 
eficiais; ihe second isto lease them to private 
parties, who are to have compiete and supreme 
control of them; the third is a combination of the 
two preceding; it is to lease the convicts to private 
parties, while 5 et the lessees areto beunder the 
strict supervision and rigid control of the state 
officiais,and held under heavy bonds, and also 
liabie to penal siatates for misconduct. The first 
plen isa very bad one; the second is vastly worse: 
the third ix the best possible; it has ail the good 
features of the other two and none ofthe bed. - 

The chjections to the first plan are that it may 
gcttobe amerre matitrof politics; men may be 
appointed to take charge of the business who have 
meitber the character nor the qgualifieations for ir; 
and under snch management the labor of the con- 
victs is likely to be asource of loss rather than 
prott to the state, and Lhe expenses of the inmates 
of the penitentiary and of the governmental sap- 
suckers who have charce of them must be met by 
laying taxes on honest men. The prisoners are 
habie to abuee, for while it may be the daty of 
pore to fee thatthereis no such thing, it is no- 
body's inierest to do it; the officials go through 
their rounds perfunctorily; they are but human 
machines, while the poor conviets are but ma- 
ebines, not human. The officials will do what 
they are wid, when they are well twatched; 
bape not t0 well if not watched: and even when 
they co what ie reconired, they doit because they 
srerequired; and doing a2 thing underorders is 
very diflerent from doing that same thing without

The objeciion to the second plan is, that it gives 
too much power to the lessees: it subjects the con- 
Vicis tO their mercy, and toa large extent deprives 
the friendless creatures of the state’s protection.

It is f{tieumbent on thore 
who raise this objection to show how punishment 
ean be infiicted without involving the element of 
slavery. Lf a man is deprived of nis liberty for one 
moment, he ie asiave protento, If he is puatshed 
at allin any way, he isa slave pro tanto. When- 
ever he is under the control of another's will he is 
a slave,.tothe extent of that control. A man isia 
a state of siayery when he is forced to submit to 
being putto desth. The real objectionseems to be, 
pet that the convict is required to labor—for this 
secme to be edmitted—but that anybody should 
profit by his labor, But this profit is what pays 
s mebody to provide fer the conyict's well-being. 
30 if we take the profit away, we do not abolish the 
slavery; we keep the slavery and abolish ita miti- 
ection te captious and frivolous. 
in the penttonbiary ~ .onor] 
iy recognized in the constitution of the Unite 
lates and is plaihly sanctioned, if not virtuall 
movided for, in the thirteenth articleof the amend- 
ments to that instrument. 

All thet bas been satd has had reference to an 
ideaj, not to a reel system of labor; the view taken 
bes been altogether a priori. ana the statemonts 
that hsve been made have not been made as of ex- 
isting facts, but of what might be expected to be 
the facts if the system skotehed were put on trial. 
Can any fault be naan with the sy8tem thus hypo- 
theticaily presen tedi 

It sometimes nappens that things look well on 
paper, and sound well when talked about, but are 
very disappointing when realized infact. {t may 
be Suggested that this might be the case with the 
ideal set forth in this paper. Fortunately we are 
not obliged to rely on empty nilatigns, noreyen 
on well grounded theories, The system has been 
on trial in the state of Georgia for twenty years, 
and {s now in operation, and the resultant facts are 
within reach. J proceed to state these facts, 
ana begin by presenting a summary of the law on 
the supject. 

The convicts are leased fora term of years, not 
to the highest bidder, but to such persons as the 

overnor may approve. The lessees are required 
0 give aheavy bond for exact compliance with 
contract, and especially for humane treatment of 
convicts. Ifthe contract is violated the governor 
has arighttoannulit; and the goyernor is the 
sole ju age as to whetherthe contract is violated or 
pot, ard there is no appeal from decision. In 
case of inhumane treatment, the governor may 
tue and recover for the state not less than four 
hundred dollars, but may recover more for eaco 
and every Case of such treatment. Besides this the 
il!-treated convict has his righ: of action for dam- 
ages on the civil side of the court, and may 
&180 yrosect te on the criminal side. 
Tie ours of labor are prescribed 
bylaw. Sunda? is required to be observed as a 
cay of rest; shackles and chaius are removed on 
that cay, and divine serviceled by a chaplain is 
held. Rules for cleanliness of buildings, buds, 
biankets and clothipg, and also for personal clean: 
liness are preser by law. The numberof cubic 
fect of air in all inclosed apertmentsis prescribed 
by law. Hospital accommodations, and medical 
treatment are required by law. Clothing and diet 
are prescribed by law. In facet, almost nothing is 
left to the mere cdi:cretion of the lessees. 

In order to insure that the law and the 
contract are fully com witb, various sets 
of eyes and ears are appomted by lew. There isa 
principal keeper, and an assistant; and it is the 
cnty of one or the other of these to visit each pen- 
ite ntiary Camp once a month, said visit to be with- 
out notice; and to examineand inspect thoroughly 
the camp and convicts, and immediately after each 
visit to report to the governor under oath 
all information he may have received as to the 
dictand treatment of the conviels, and especially 
maltreatment if there has been any, and ang vio- 
— of law or of the contract on the part of the 

eSEEES, 

There is aleo another oflicer who is required to 
Sstey at the camp dayand night, and whose duty it 
is to report monthly tothe governor on oath in 
regard to thecendition and treatment of the con- 
vicis, and aiso to staie the diet and the number of 
hours in which labor is required. 

There reports are kepton fiic in the execntive 
ofmice, and are at all times subject to i he inspection 
cf apy citizen of this state. 

There is also @ principal physician whose duty it 
is to visit each Camp once in two months and re- 
port tothe governor, Under the direction of this 
principal poysician, and subject to his orders, 
there is at each camp a resident physician, whose 
duty it is not only to visit the sick every day. but 
also to inspect the sanitary condition of the camp, 
and reporttothe principal pbvsican. 

in addition to taese regular means of ascertain- 
ing the condition ofthe convicts, tae governor is 
authorized by law, toappoint at any time, and at 
ail times, a suitable and intelligent person toin- 
spect the penitentiary and report its condition in 
every respect, 

besides allthis, the grand jury is required by 
law, ateach session, to appoint a committee of 
six citizens, intelligent an upright men, three of 
whom shall be members of the grand jury, to visit 
the convict Camps without notice to the lessees, 
and make «thorough inspection ana investigation 
a5 10 the fanitary copdition, treatment and man- 
agementof the convicts, and also to ascertain 
whether there has been any Violation of law by 
the lessees or others in regard to said convicts, and 
to rey Ort the same in writing to the grand jury. 
And itis made the duty of the judge at each term 


| of the court to give in special charge to the grand 


jury all the law on this snbject. 
the old law maxim, that the king can dono 
wrong, the grand jury, representiag the people. 
waeich the governor; and to make sure work of it, 
three other Citizens are appointed to watch the 
grand jury, 

itis alsothe duty of the foreman of the grand 
jury toappoiuta chaplain to each camp. Baid 
chaplain is not required by law to report, buthe 
spends much of bis time among the convicis, and 
in cace of need conld be used as a witness, 

Having now «tated the law and the means pro-

labor is required of the convicts, and it is hard 
lavor, abd labor of a kind whicn conilicts but 
littie with free labor, such as mining, brick- 
making and building and repairing public high- 
ways. Ali the labor is ontdoor labor, except the 
mining, and thereisunoday in whichthe miners 
do not for a part ofthe time enjoy the sunlight and 
the fresh air. 

The lebor is not cruel nor excessive: and this is 
shown by two facts: 1. Free men, white or black. 
can be hired to do the same work for a dollar and 
& quarter per day. 2. Many of the convicts, when 
their day 6 work Is done, yolunteer to do extra 
work for pay, and in this way some of them earn as 
much es eix Gollars per month, and mapy of them 
estn asmalilersum. The pay is ten cents an hour, 
from which it will appear that those whoearn six 
dollars a month find sixty hours in a month for ex- 
tre labor, which is six whole days per month, o7 
nearly one-foumth of the whole working time. 
How meny free men have as much time tospare? 

As to the diet, documents lying on the table be- 
fore me; which can be verified by aiiaavit if de- 
sired, show the food to be abundant in quantity, 
greatin yariety,and goeodin quality, comorising 
not obly the usual meats and yegetab!es, but also 
fruits. such as apples, peaches, watermelons and 
the like. The same papers will also show, that 
with the money allowed for extra work, the con- 
victs supply themec!ives largely with luxuries, sucb 
as sugar, coflee, seimon, sardines. canned fruits, 
oysters, crackers, cheese, mackerel, tobacc, 
cigare, and the usual variety of articles grouped 
under the head of fancy groceries. What a con. 
tratt to the diet of Kuropean peasants! How much 
betier than woet of the convicts were accustomed 
ico before their confinement in the mitentiary! 
How many free men in the CU aited 
Svates can show a -betier bill of fare! 
it is freely admitted that ihe table 
service is very rough; and a person of refinsé 
tasies would not consider it inviting. but it is sub- 
mitted that the class of people for whom it is pre 
pare d are, for the most part, accustomed to noth 
ing better, and the style is quite as good ag their 
tastes requires. It may be added, that between 
the years 1561 and 1465, years of sad memory, tens 
of (housands of men, representing the best blood 
on this continent, would have been overjoyed be- 
youd utterance if they had had fare which would 
compare with this as a dime to a dollar,and yet ov 
puch fare as er had, they were strong cnough t: 
co #8 good fighting as the world ever saw, and t 
show as much enduranee es has ever been exhit 

lied by man, 

fhe sleeping accommodations are also verr 
roveb; but they are prepered for rongh nennia. 
Who, for the most pert, would have nothing bettex 
if they were free. It is irne, also, that the convicts 
are Chaimec while they sleep; on the other hand. 
ii istrue that the chain does not preveat their 
gecp. The truism may aiso be admitted that there 
8 DO Way Of confhnirg men without confirine 
them, ; 
celis; and the comvicts much prefer chaine with 
society to cells with solitude. 

The lersees ere practical men, menof business 
they bave an eye to their interest, and for this rea- 
fon, if for no other, they ace to it that their leabor- 
erk are ® strong, healthy, iusty set of fellows, Of 
course, men who are deprived of their liberty for 
years are liableto be depressed in spirits, and for 
this there is no remedy. pthe lessees know that 
&manin good spirits will de more work than a 
maeninilow spirit. Hence convicts are allowad 
Within reasonable bounds to converse with each 
other and with yisitoié. A‘happy contrast this 
with souwe pricome where convicts are not allowed 
i@s peak to each other or to @ stranger, or even ta 
raise their eyes to look ata passer-by; practically 
iley ere gagged and blindfolded, they are struck 
cvlub, apd wearthe shaekies on their very eye 
ids; demied the last privilege of manhood, the 
privilege of gin up. Ceald punishment be 
more crushing? Could degradation be deeper! 

Hut the most striking facts involving the strong- 
est and most practical and most satisfying teats of 
the eyttemere yettobeteld. The percentage of 
(ays iost by sickness is as emall, so yes as we have 
Lcen eble to learn, 88 at any other penitentiary. 

The Ceath rete at the various penttentiarics is 
another telling fact, and it tells favorably iorGeor- 
gie. Owtngto the finetuations of prison ta- 
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reia rate. The 
the lowent of ail, being only 56-100 per cent, of not 
yoh more than one person out of every two 

hundred. it would appear from this that the 
population im the penitentiary of Vermont is the 
| Henithiest in the state, For some unkown Cause 
‘the Georgia death rate for the lasttwo years hag 
heey greatly bigher than is above reported for the 
year Fe, the report just returned, covering a 

veriod of two years, ending on the ist of Octooer 
Jost past, shows the death rate to have been 2-20- 

00. But even at this increased rate Georgia com. 
pares favorably with moat of the states Lorth or 
we here avother consideration must be taken 
into the account which will greatly modify the con- 
clusicns reached, The great majority of convicts 
in Georgia ere ae gy or mulattoes; almost all the 
convicts © in the wnsorthern risons 
whites. It is a well known fact that the 
mortality of blacks end mulattoes is far 
greater than that of the whites; and this is the case 
all over this continent, from Canada to Mexico 
The proportion of deaths, as shown by the bilis of 
mortality, is at the rate of about two or two and a 
half blacks to one white. It may be fairly pre- 
‘eumed that the eame difference wili be found ia 
the peniteptiaries tbat we find out of them, We 
shali not rely on mere presi mptions, but shall pto- 
ceed on facts much more startling than the pre- 
sumptions In Indiana, north, in 1883, 1 77-100 
‘colored died to one white: in New Jersey, in 1583, 
376-100 celored died te one white; in Maryland, 
‘same year, 4 12-100 colored died to one white; in 
Pennsylvania, in 1884, 4 45-100 co 

white; same state, in 1585, 4 64- colored die! to 
oue white; in New York, in 1883, 473-100 colored 
died to one white. Out of the penitentiaries the 
blacks die at the rate of two to two and one-half to 
oue white. butin the penitentiary they die at the 
rate of at least four blacks toone white, If proper 
allowance for this fact be made, we think it will 
appear that no state in the union, and no couatry 
in the world, can show a Gleaner bill of mortality 
for its convicts than the state of Georgia. 

In the earlier part of this discourse we were en- 
tertaining ourselves with theories; later, we have 
been regarding the facts resulting from the practi- 
cal application of the theory. Is it not manifest 
that the facts afford overwhelming evidence of ihe 
correctness of the theory? Let the tree be judged 
by its fruits. 

An examination of these fruits will show that, 
after all, imperfection reigns here as elsewhere. 
To the whole system, 80 far at least as it is reduced 
to practice in Georgia, there are two serious objec- 
tions. Oneis that the ape features are not se- 
vere enough; the other is that the pena! features 
are too severe, The apparent par 
explained. The convicts are of two races, and 
what is paradise to one is purgatory to the other: 
yet they are treated to the same, and for this there 
seems to be no remedy. 

To one class of Georgia convicts the penitentiary 
is almost wholly bereft of its terrors. With these 
there is no loss of caste on account of their 
incarceration; onthe contrary, it rather contrib- 
utes to social distinction, and ex convicts sing 
as heroes and martyrs, are met by their friends 
with formal receptions, with music, with prayer 
and with shouting, The piison fare and all its ac- 
commodations are as good as the inmates need or 
desire, and the labor is ofa kind that they area ac- 
enstomed to. They wear # chain, but to them it is 
no great hardship, There is really very little pun- 
ishmentintbe case. What punishment thereis 
con sista almost Whollyin three deprivations, and 
for the sake of allite:ation, which bas been very 
popular at the south for the last year or two, these 
thiee may be liberty, liquor and lust. With 
the desire of these three things gratified, the con- 
ditien of most of the covvictsin the penitentiary 
would be like that of rabbits vindicitiyely thrown 
by vicious boys into a brier paich. The trath is 
that as to this class of convicts the penitentiary is 
very little more than a wall between them and 
their vices. 

A little illustration may not be out of place. 
Say pose a penitentiary filled with gentlemen such 
as compose this honorable body. There is no loss 
of caste in consequence of being confined in it,a 
pablic reception is given toeach when he is dis 
charged, and fair damsels greet him on his exit 
with timbrels and dances, His com ions are 
exactly such as he selected of his own choice when 
he wes in a state of liberty. The appointments of 
bis be@ chamber are as good as he ever had, and 
his daily menu is decidedly better than he has 
usually bad. All his surroundings are 
ordered with a wise regard te hy- 

ienic effect. He is required to lapor it is true, 

ut the labor is ofa kind to which he is exacily 
adapted, and which he has been if the habit of 
performing all bis life, ane which, if there were 
no necessity on him he would do of choice. For five 
or ten or twenty years there is no Care on his min‘ 
as to the juture, as he knows that for that length of 
time the power and weaifth of the state are 
pledged that he shall be well provided for. At 
what point fn all this doesthe punishment come 
ip? It consists almost wholly in two things: loss 
of liberty and absence of family. Of conrse these 
are ulpleasant features: but if there is to bé 
incarceration at all how could it be 
made more lenient? Yet this is _ @ 
fair representation of the Georgia penitentiary sys- 
tem, #0 far as relates to tne great majority of its 
inmates. The system is too mild to have much de- 
terrent power. Itis not surprising that the num 
ber of convicts is large. There are thousands of 
people in the United States today enioring all tne 
rights of free citizens whose condition would by 
vastly bettered as to physical comfort if they wer 
inmates of the penitentiary of Georgig; and if Ea 
ropeen pessants could enjoy the same fare they 
would imagine that kines and princes never fared 
powell , 

The great leniency of the system is the trua ob- 
jection to it. Crime ought to be punished. The 
all-wise Ruler of the universe has set us the exam. 
ple in His government of a system}: f rewards and 
punishments. Ifhethns appeals to our fears a; 
well as to our hopes, itis becoming to us to follow 
His exemple. Ifthere be thove wno 4o not believe 
in God, or who believing in Him yei do not believe 
in future punishment, they are rewiaded that 
whatever may be the case in the life tocome, there 
certainly is punishment in this life. God, or 
nature, or some ether pNsceR power, anzexes pen- 
ajties to certain actions. Thestroke falls heayily 
on the Gebauchee, and on his children to the thire 
and fourth generation, There tsa power somewhere 
that visits bis crime with chastisement. So in al! 
governments the powers that be oughtto be armed 
with the swerd, But the sword, so far 4s it is rep. 
resented by the penitentiary of Georgia, isa waud 
covered with velvet. When the prophet said "the 
way of the transgressor is hard,’ he meant to say 
that it ought to be hard, and to lay down an etern.- 
al principle, that wrong must forever succumb to 
right, and that this end can be reached only 
through suffering—sufiering on the part of the 
wrong doer. We have been too much influenced 
by kindly feeling, or perhaps too much by ortaide 
pressure coming from those who dc not knew of 
what they speas, andinstead of making the way 
of the transgressora hardone, we have almost 
paved his way with roses, 

Withont meaning to retract a word that has been 
said, snotherobjection te the Georgie penitentiary 
is that its punishmentistoo severe. The cruelty 
ofit isterrible. It may be foolish tor menof oue 
race to object to close proximity to men of another 
race; itmay be unreavonable, unphilosophic and 
ab urd; itmey be wicked, it may be deyllich. 
Nevertheless, ifthet devilisinthem snd eannot 
be exorcised, If their nature recoils with abhor. 
rence, disgust and loathing from a certain con 
tact, it must be admitted that is «4 
great punishment force that con 
tact upon them. They may deserve it 
but nomen hasariehtto inflict such torture on 
another, even if he does deserve it. It is akin to 
the torture anciently practiced of tieing a munierer 
to the ccead body of his victim Uimb to limb, from 
Lead to foot, uni the dcceying corpse broug it death 
tothe living. The present system is uujnst, b2 
cause it chibi aap & One man is beaten with 
meny stripes, and another guilty of the same crime 
is beaten with few. The law ought to dea! out its 
penalties with even hand, discriminating agaiast 
none. But it does discriminate. (t lays 
ou the Caucasian a dreadful grief which 
the African doer net feel. Tt is in vain to ridieuie, 
orscoft at, or cant at, the sentiment referred to. 
The fact 1emains, aod will remain, that there is a 
psy cological repulsion between races, horrthle to 
one but net to the other, and toignore this fact i: 
as unphilosophic ss to igmore any other fact in 
pature What would be thought of a man who, 
discovering @iact in physics, should atienpi 15 
set it aside, by appealing to sentiment, by reciting 
poetry. or Dy quoting sScripuure? A iact in weia- 
physies is as really a fact as a fact in physics, and 
must be handled with the‘same common sense, 

The good people of Pennsy!vania, at least that 
estimable portion of them who live in the Quaker 
city, the city of brotherly love, have in this respect 
set usawire and excellent exemple, Many men 
preach better than they practice; the 2904 olf 
Quaker folks reverse the rule and practice better 
thaw they preach. In the honesty of their heart: 
they are packed better than they sampie, 
furnishing @ rare exception to «a very 
general rule, in their House of Refuge, a 
plece for javenfle offenders and friendless chit. 
dren, an institulion whose very nature shows that 
it hadi jts origin with wise and good people, there 
are fourreparate and distinct departments: one 
for white boys, one for white girls, one for black 
boys; and one for black girls. The distinction be- 
twten the races is observed and respected, We 
hetr much preaching from that quarter which 
scems to us to be not wholly orthodox: but tha 
matter-of-fact people ofithat P heii city do not 
allow themselves to be disturbed! by visionary 
theories when it comes to the actual management 
of their own affairs. Such theories they have Only 
for (xpert; at home they proeees on busloessa prin- 
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ciples, yet mindful of tre llanthropy, 
wite regerd to the facts of nature and wit 
wpe humanitarianiem, worthy the land of Peon 
sna the home of Franklin, they treat al! alike 
and do not impose on one race a b not 
wane by see yo If we wpeonion ¥ this af- 
mirable model one objection to the G { 
pt Ritentisry would Se removed. — 

To construe what has been s-id into a suggestion 
that there should be two penit ntiarics, one of 
higher grade for the whites and one of lower grade 
for the blacks would be an outrageous perversion 
of the lan ened. Let there betwo, bat both 
aiike, Th ladelphia House of Refuges i. the 
mocel.

SpaRrra, Ga, November 11.—(/Special.}|—The 
synod of Georgia convened in the Presbyte- 
rian’ church of this place last ovening at 7 
o'clock. Dr, Barnett preached the introdac- 
tory sermon from 1 John, 3d chapter and 2d 
verse,» The last moderator being absent the 
house was called to order by Mr. Quigg. On 
motion Dr, Lane was then unanimonsly elect- 
ed moderator, Mr. Clisby was elected record- 
ing clerk and Colonel Livingston reading 
clerk.

IHE KIRKPATRICK TRAGEDY. 


The Brother of the Dead Man Makes a 
Statement. 
From the New Orleans Times-Democrat. 

Robert Kirkpatrick, the brother of the late 
J.C, Kirkpatrick, arrived in the city yesterday on 
the Louisville and Nashville road, and repaired 
immediately to the district attorney’s office, where 
he held an interview with District Attorney Adams 
and Assistant District Attorney Hendriques. He 
then visited Chief of Police Zach Bachemin, and 
from there he went tothe coroner's office, where he 
held an intetview with Coroner Finney and Depu'y 
Corouer Sisnhope Jones, and then took charge of 
his brother’s effects. When interviewed by the re- 
porter he simply said that the affair had been a sad 
blow to his sged father and mother, as well as all 
the members of his family, and that their grie 
could not ve told. Hesaid he came principally to 
thank those who had acted so kindly towara his 
family in caring for his dead brother and haying 
his remains sent home. He expects to leave the 


r city today. 


Mr, Kirkpatrick was visised“tat his room last 
night at the St, Charles hotel, and made the follow- 
ing statement: | 

‘My brother left’ home (Cartersville, Ga.) when 
he was nineteen years of age and went to Hot 
Springs. He worked there for Mr. B. W. Goode for 
about three years. Hethen went into business in 
Hot Springs with Mr. Walter Pollara in the Live 
and Let Live drug store, one of the best Known 
drug storesinthe city. By mutual consent that 
business was dissolwed, he coming to Allanta, 
where he was employed as prescription clerk by E. 
M. Berry. He then went to Hot Springs and 
started a business under the firm name of Kirk- 
patrick &Co, Berry being the company. Berry 
became dissatisfied on accountof a misunderstand- 
ing which heacknowledges himself and the busi- 
ness was terminated by Berry shooting my brother 
in the stomach, 

* After a short illness in Hot Springs, he went to 
Palestine, Texas, where he remained a short time, 
and from there he went to Shreveport. My brother 
Lever met Mrs. Ford at Hot Springs, as previously 
published. The charge that he was ever in trouble 
witha woman in Georgia is utterly false, My 
brother returned to Cartersville about three weeks 
ago from New Orleans. J. R. Jones wired my 
brother to wire Finlay & Brunswig, as they knew 
of a position open for him. He wired them asking 
about the position, and they answered him to 
write toa certain drug house in Mobile—the name 
of the house I don’t remember. Instead of writing 
he took the first train for Mobile, and reaching 
there found the proprietor away in New York. 
He then came to New Orleans, where he 
remained up to the time of his death. When 
my brother arrived at home he told my 
father all that had transpired between him- 
self and Mrs. Ford and that he was going to marry 
her. Father asked him if he was determined and 
he replied: ‘Yes, at all hazards.’’ Father then 
said: *‘As you have no discretion in the matter 
refusing her would be throwing you off, and I can 
neverdothat. We will receive her cheerfully.” 
He said the divorce had been entered by Dr. Fora 
and would likely be the first case called, and if 
such was the case it would be decided on the first 
Monday in November. We then went to work 
making preparations for their reception, and |were 


continuing in the work when the news came of 


his death. I have come here simpy to investigate 
for my own satisfaction and the satisfaction of the 
members of my family the circumstances attend- 
ing my brother's death, Sofar asthe prosecution 
goes, 1 shal! leave thatin the hands of the law 
officers of the state, whom I have seen, and feel 
confident that they are fully capable of attending 
to it.’

Our 
roads are now in good condition, are doing a flour- 
ishing and inereasing business, with an outlook 
tor the best winter season our section has ever had. 
While the principal attention of the managers has 
perhaps been in the direction of freight trauspor- 
tation, the traffic has been steadily tn- 
creasing until it has become an exceedingly im- 
portant factor. We are in a stronger posal. 
tion today than we ever have been and ave better 
able to do business than before and to protect our- 
selves ngainst outside induences which have oper- 
sted somewhat against us. By this I mean, among 
other things, the cutting of rates that has fre; uent- 
ly been indulged in, but now Iam giad to say the 
uew pool is working nicely, and there seems to be 
® general disposition on the part of the roads euter- 
ing into it touphold its terms and to harmonize 
under it. Among the important actions recently 
taken by us is that of deciding not to pay commis-

Direct Connection Between New York and 
Jacksonville, 


On the 20th of this month a new steamship 
iine working in connection with the Fidrida Kail- 
way and Navigation company will start their first 
Steamer from New York direct to Jacksonville.

established by the act of 1885 is composed of the 
foUlow ing officers. 

Lieutenant Colonel Peter Refly, of the Ist Vol-

Colonel §Steplitns recommends the holding of 
an apnusalencampment to continue at least six 
Gays each year. e also reaommends the selec.

By ap act of congress the government furnishes 
each maritime state which provides for an annual 
eLcampment of at least six days in the year, with 
five thousand dollars’ worth of heavy ordinance. 
The object of this provision is to educate the 
troops nearest our sea coast défensesin the use of 
seige guns, etc. if annual encampments were 
provided for, we could secure the benefits of this 
appropriation. The chief advantage, however, to 
be derived from an encampment of this sort is 
that it will be a school for both men and officers. 

THE REPORT CLOSES 
with the recommendation that the general assem- 
bly take measures to improve the condition of the 
companies. Colonel Stephens says: 

I would call attention to the fact that the state 
coes not appropriate anything for the support and 
maintenance of her military organizations. They 
have torely solely upon themselves and upon a 
small annual appropriation made by congress 
which is utterly inadeqnate to meet their feq 1ire- 
ments. This appropriation amountsto a little over 
fifty-five hundred dollars. Jt was made under an 


President Jeffersov. At that time it was deemed 
that this amount was sufficient to properly equip 
Georgia’s militia. Since then the state has quad- 


to do more than to partially equip a limited num- 
ber of companies,

The report Of the inspector# shows that the 
com panies are, es arule, ingood condition as far 
asthe numberof men and discipline are con 
cerned. But it also shows thai nearly every com- 
pavy is either in need of new equipments or of ad. 
ditions to those already in use. 

Yesterday in the house, Mr Calvin, of Rict- 
mond, introduced a bill appropriating $15,000 per 
year to be spent on the military as the advisory 
board may see fit.
